Look what's growing: Lompoc!

(Editor’s Note: This is the first in a series of three 
articles). 
Lompoc is growing. 
Don’t strain your eyes looking for telltale signs 
because they’re not very visible, but Lompoc is actual­ 
ly showing signs of growth. 
And for once it doesn’t seem to be a part of a boom to 
bust cycle. 
The final score for 1974-75 isn’t in yet but when the 
figures are totaled up, the fiscal year will have been 
one of the biggest in Lompoc history for new construc­ 
tion. 
According to statistics furnished by the Community 
Development Department ‘74-75 should have been the 
biggest for new construction since the all-time high 
water mark of 1962. 
As of May 30, the valuation of building permits is­ 
sued by the city was more than $18,907,000. This com­ 
pares with the 1962 mark of $19,900,000 and last year’s 
figure of $4,147,000. 
That’s an astronomical increase over last year due 
mainly to the construction of the $14.5 million waste 
water treatment plant. But even when placed in the 
proper perspective, there is still a mild upward trend. 
Not counting the sewage facility, the figures still 
reflect a modest increase of about $260,000, or six per 
cent, over last year’s mark. And, when the building 
permits for June are entered into the total, another 
$500,000 or more could be added. 
The trend does not stop there. What is really en­ 
couraging to city officials is the list of projects now in 
various stages of planning for which construction 
should begin next year. 
The planning list is already so extensive that city of­ 
ficials believe 1975-76 could be an even bigger year. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers has already told 
the city council that the ’75-’76 fiscal year could be the 
biggest for construction in the city’s history. 
And community development official Bill Cruz said: 
“If the stuff on the list now goes, then next year 
could be the biggest yet.” 
This kind of optimism seems to have a strong foun­ 
dation. On the list right now are 149 single family 
homes. At an average cost of $40,000 apiece, they total 
approximately $6 million dollars, far more than all of 
this year’s projects combined other than the sewage 


treatment plant. 
Among the projects expected to be built within the 
next year are: 
— 14 triplex apartments 
— four church additions 
— Nazarene Church, North Ave. and D St. 
— three industrial buildings on Laurel Ave. 
— an 18-unit apartment complex, Pine Ave. and D 
St. 
— a 36-unit apartment complex, Third St. and 
Cypress Ave. - 
— a 36-unit apartment complex, East College Ave. 
• — five commercial units next to K mart on North 
Ave 
— Williams Bros, addition on East Ocean 
— a major chain restaurant 
Also on the list are several warehouses, commercial 
buildings, industrial buildings, farm labor and low in­ 
come housing and a senior citizen’s complex. 
Another item to be taken into consideration is the 
number of additions and alterations to private dwel­ 
lings. In 1974-75, the community development depart­ 
ment averaged 30 building permits a month for altera­ 
tions and additions. 
Cruz said, “I have never seen as many room addi­ 
tions, big additions, people adding 7-8-900 square feet, 
as there are going on right now.” 
The key question is why? Why all of a sudden this 
growth? Vandenberg isn’t booming. The economy isn’t 
much better here than anywhere else. 
A1 Autry, the community development director, 
tried to supply some reasons. 
“This is about the only area in the county that 
doesn’t have a moratorium on development. Santa 
Barbara, Goleta, Carpinteria, they’re all at a stand­ 
still due to regulations, environmental requirements, 
sewage requirements, land costs, things like that,” 
Autry said. 
“I think the lending institutions are looking for 
places to invest their money and keep it working for 
them. They look here and I think they’re pleasantly 
surprised with the Lompoc area. 
“K mart was surprised to some degree by the 
response they got. They were hesitant at first to come 
here and when they decided to go ahead, they exceeded 
their expectations. 
“I think it reflects a better stability in the economic 
outlook of this area. It reflects a more permanent 


nature of resident rather than a transient nature," 
Autry said. 
Part of the answer could be a lesser dependence on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, making for a more stable 
economic environment in which investors are willing 
to risk their money, according to Autry. 
He attributes the increase in home construction to 
the city’s low vacancy rate. 
“Up to 1974, there were very few single family dwel­ 
lings being built. We had a 1.5 vacancy factor, which is 
hardly any vacancies at all. There was no mobility. 
Now we have several new residential areas being 
built, or planned. The builders are responding to the 
demand,” he said. 
Another factor that will encourage growth, Autry 
feels, is the retirement sector. 
“We have a nice clean community with services 
available. It’s the kind of place people want to retire 
in,” he said. 
The environmental resource management element 
of the city’s general plan, which was just completed 
last year, predicts retirement homes will make up a 
significant portion of Lompoc’s new housing. 
The report states: 
“...the demand for recreational and other amenities 
in development will be strong. It is likely that this 
retirement housing market will constitute a major 
source of demand for hillside housing and-or one to 
five-acre estate housing.” 
The people whose business it is to know such things 
are optimistic about Lompoc’s future. 
Autry says, “I see a continuation of growth. I don’t 
foresee a tremendous boom occurring, but a good 
steady, positive growth factor for the valley. I see a 
good healthy picture of growth.” 
Diaries Carmichael, director of the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Development Association concurs. He said: 


“I’m real optimistic about the growth of Lompoc. 
Right now we’ve got more contacts in this office than 
any time since I’ve been here.” 


“We’re in a position to experience growth, with the 
quality of the city and the low tax rates. At the present 
time it looks very favorable,” he said. 
So it seems as if Lompoc is going to grow. Not by 
leaps and bounds maybe, but in small increments that 
will make it much easier to handle. 


Board accepts 
oil firm funds 


LONDON (UPI) - The Soviet Union 
has quietly, almost secretly, chartered 
ships to carry up to four million tons of 
grain from the United States and 
Canada, London newspapers said today. 
The reports coincided with a state­ 
ment by the International Wheat Council 
that the Soviet Union will have to import 
five million tons of wheat this year — 
perhaps more —because it is falling 
short of its production target. 
The London Times said the Russians 
might need as much as 10 million tons. 
’Hie reports came three years after 
secret negotiations by the administra­ 
tion of former President Richard M. Nix­ 
on to sell a billion dollars worth of wheat 
to Russia. 
That sale used up about a fourth of the 
1972 American wheat crop and led to 
shortages in the United States and soar­ 
ing fowl prices. 
Hot, dry weather in the Soviet Union 
has been blamed for the shortage which 
could be made more severe by a wet 
harvest. The United States and Canada 
are expected to have bumper crops, the 
Council said. 
The London Financial Times said: 


“Grain markets in the U.S. and Europe 
were rife with reports yesterday of a 
possible big Soviet grain deal with the 
U.S. and Canada,” following reports of 
the freight bookings and adverse 
weather in the Soviet Union. 


London brokers, according to the 
London Times, said the Soviet Union was 
negotiating the charters through third 
parties at above open market rates. The 
brokers said the Soviets apparently 
sought secrecy pending further grain 
purchases, possibly up to 10 million tons. 


All of the ships —19 have been 
chartered so far —have had to be es­ 
pecially equipped for trading to and from 
the Great Lakes, the Times said. 


The International Wheat Council said 
the United States expects a crop of 
between 56.3 million and 58.2 million tons 
of wheat. It said the United States will 
have between 34.4 million and 37 million 
tons available for export in 1975-76. 


The Council said Canada also may 
have between 10.2 million tons and 13.2 
million tons available for export. 


The council said on the basis of present 
available information, the Soviet wheat 
crop this year is estimated at between 95 
million and 100 million tons — more than 
last year but below the record 1973 
figure. 
“It is emphasized that this is an unof­ 
ficial estimate and, moreover, a very 
tentative one,” the council said. 
The council estimated Soviet wheat 
imports this year are likely to be 
between 2 million and 5 million tons, 
compared with 2.5 million tons last year. 
“It should, however, be noted,” the 
council said, “that if, for example, sum­ 
mer drought or wet harvesting condi­ 
tions resulted in a poor crop, imports 
could rise to much more than 5 million 
tons, subject to world availabilities and 
acceptable prices.” 
The council predicted world wheat 
production this year will total between 
360 million and 375 million tons, com­ 
pared with 348 million tons last year. 
The council said wheat export prices in 
general have fallen about 35 per cent 
since the peak of November, 1974 and 
predicted they are likely to remain about 
the same.

Soviets reported planning quietly 
for more American grain shipments f0r Eiiwood pier 


Burmah Oil and Gas Company’s offer 
to contribute $277,000 and a pier at Ei­ 
iwood to help the county set up a 
recreational facility was accepted Mon­ 
day by the Board of Supervisors, with the 
board deciding to limit severely future 
use of the pier by oil companies engaged 
in Santa Barbara Channel drilling. 
By a 4-1 vote, the board decided only to 
allow Burmah and possibly two other oil 
companies to use the pier — without in­ 
terfering with pier recreation — for the 
loading and unloading of oil company 
crew boats. The workmen will be al­ 
lowed only to hand carry food supplies 
and water. 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie 
expressed the hope oil company rentals 
would pay the county’s maintenance 
bills. Burmah officials said Exxon Co. 
U.S.A. and Atlantic-Richfield Co. pos­ 
sibly would join with Burmah in seeking 
to tie down an agreement with the county 
for the limited use specified. 
Supervisor James M. Slater said he 
was concerned that there could be "com­ 
mercial over development” of the Pier if 
the county opened the door too widely to 
Burmah’s proposal. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford, the only American president who 
never ran for national office, today for­ 
mally announced his candidacy to run in 
1976 for a full term He promised an 
“open and aboveboard” campaign. 
Ford, the appointed vice president who 
became President nearly a year ago on 
the resignation of Richard M Nixon, 
made the long-expected announcement 
in a three-minute statement read to 
reporters in the Oval Office. He said he 
assumed, as always, that he would win. 
The President said he was running 
with the support of his family and friends 
and with three goals in mind —to run a 
clean campaign, to be president of all the 
people and never to neglect that duty. 
“I intend to conduct an open and 
aboveboard campaign,” Ford said —an 
obvious comparison to the 1972 election 
crimes that brought down his predeces­ 
sor. 
“I want every delegate and every vote 
I can get ... (but) within the spirit and 
the letter of the law and without com­ 
promising the principles for which I have 
stood all my public life.” 
Ford’s decision to declare his can­ 
didacy in a low-key statement from the 
Oval Office was unprecedented in recent 
years. Most of his predecessors have 
used a public forum. 
The announcem ent prompted 
Democratic National Diairman Robert 
Strauss to declare that the Democrats 
would find “an equally likable and 
honorable" candidate to run against 
Ford. 
Four campaign aides surrounded Ford 
as he read the statement. They were 
former Army Secretary Howard Calla­ 
way of Georgia, the campaign manager; 
California industrialist David Packard, 
the finance chairman; former White 
House counsel Dean Burch, who headed 
his advisory committee, and former as­ 
sistant Secretary of Defense Robert C. 
Moot, the treasurer. 


“It’s a wonderful team,” said Ford, 
shaking their hands “Thank you. I’m 
very grateful.” 


In his statement, Ford promised: “I 
will not forget my initial pledge to be 
President of all the people. I will seek 
the support of ail who believe in the 
fundamental values of duty, decency and 
constructive debate..." 


“I am determined never to neglect my 
first duty as President,” Ford said, ad­ 
ding he knew after 11 months in the 
presidency its obligations 


“ But it is also the duty of all 
Americans to participate fully in our 
free elective process, and I will do so 
enthusiastically.” 


Asked if he expected to win. he replied, 
“I always assume that. I work at it.” 


The announcement came as no sur­ 
prise Ford has often said he intended to 
run and had even previously established 
a campaign committee and filed with the 
Federal Elections Commission All this 
advance publicity prompted him to take 
a low-key approach to the formal an­ 
nouncement 


Polls indicate that Ford’s announce­ 
ment comes as his popularity with the 
American people is increasing, despite 
the nation’s economic woes and the 
legacy of the Watergate disgrace which 
Nixon left to him. Thus he seems to have 
overcome much of the public discontent­ 
ment expressed last year when he par­ 
doned Nixon of any crimes committed in 
office. 


Ford was concluding his 13th con­ 
secutive term in Congress, five of them 
as House Republican leader, when Nixon 
nominated him last year to replace Spiro 
Agnew as vice president. Then, on Aug. 
9, in the wake of Watergate, he suc­ 
ceeded Nixon. 


Hearing set to reveal 


nude beach proposals

The Board of Supervisors has set a 
public hearing on the evening of Monday, 
July 28, to discuss “various proposals” 
to allow or prohibit “bathing suit op­ 
tional” bathing in county unincorporated 
areas. 
The unusual night hearing at the 
county building will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost called on 
the county supervisors Monday to set an 
evening public hearing on the question. 
With Supervisor Harrell Fletcher dis­ 
senting, the board voted 4-1 to hold such 
a hearing. 
Fletcher explained his negative vote 
by saying. “My constituents are 10,000 
per cent against nude bathing in any 
public place, and I go along with them.” 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, represents the 
Fifth District. 
A county ordinance adopted in 1973 
prohibits nudity in county beach and 
other public areas. 
But now the board will be asked to con­ 
sider setting up optional areas in isolated 


beach spots up-coast from the UC Santa 
Barbara campus. 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman, of 
Santa Barbara, has met with the sheriff, 
District Attorney Stanley Roden and 
others to try to work out a positive ap­ 
proach to the problem posed by the total 
ban. Roden has been working on 
proposed new ordinance along with 
Santa Barbara attorney Robert Cutting 
Supervisor Fletcher said he thought 
the board “was making a mistake setting 
up an evening public hearing.” But he 
was assured by Supervisor James M. 
Slater that a night hearing would enable 
many persons — including those opposed 
to nude bathing — to attend, whereas as 
working people, they could not come to a 
hearing during the daytime.

Large crowd expected

A standing room only audience was ex­ 
pected tonight for a meeting of Lompoc 
Unified School District Board as trustees 
tackle major issues including proposals 
for a “fundamental” school and a con­ 
troversial emergency policy. 
»An organization, “Concerned Parents 
for Quality Education,” will make a 
presentation on their proposal for an 
alternative school based on a model in 
Pasadena. Mrs. JoseDh E. Toomey, 
chairman of the group, contends a school 
emphasizing the three-rs, patriotism, 
religion, homework and discipline could 
be set up in September. 
The emergency policy is up for adop­ 
tion. It spells out the duties and obliga­ 
tions of teachers and other employes in 
the event of an “unauthorized work stop­ 
page,” and closes with these two 
paragraphs: “During periods of critical 
personnel shortage or other emergency 
situations, personnel shall temporarily 
perform any duties, as directed, within 
the authorization of any credentials held 
by the incumbent which are registered 
with the Office of County Superintendent 
of Schools. 
“Employes who are on strike will not 
be permitted to enter any school 
building.” 
The two paragraphs are additions to 
the preliminary school board policy 
document released some weeks ago. 
Yesterday, Assistant Supt. Alice Mil­ 
ligan, said the total statement of Policy 
9036 has been contemplated for a couple 
of years. She denied it was inspired by 
recent demonstrations by teachers in the 
dispute over salaries. 
The modified language of the policy, 
inrlnHinff thp word “strike” caused a 


flurry of speculation last week as school 
personnel contemplated its import. The 
CEC, representative of teachers and the 
school board have agreed they are at an 
impasse in the salary negotiations. Last 
week the two sides went through a 13- 
hour session with a representative of the 
California Conciliation Service, only to 
agree again that the impasse still 
blocked agreement. The two sides are 
now in a 30-day cooling off period, before 
the submission of the question to a three- 
member fact-finding panel. 
There never has been serious talk of 
strike even from the more active 
teacher^demonstrators. Policy 9036, 
however, covers not only strike situa­ 
tions, but also slowdowns. 
In other action tonight, the school 
board will consider a recommendation 
for adoption of an environmental day 
camp program. The program has been in 
the works for about a year. Under terms 
of a report compiled by district science 
coordinator, Ray Oakes, the day camp 
would be located on Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, cost about $35,000. much of 
the money coming from available grants 
and aid programs.

Efforts under way to keep 


267 CETA plan workers

These days, City of Lompoc meter 
readers read more than water and 
electrical meters. They read the rising 
suspicion and declining trust of Lompoc 
residents toward their brother man. 
The message is carried on every newly 
locked gate and every recently acquired 
vicious dog, according to eight-year 
veteran reader Tony Hurst. 
“People were more trusting before,” he 
said last week, remembering a time when 
there wasn’t "a locked gate or a big dog 
every time you turned around.” 
Hurst is basically a gentle man. But 
there are moments when he is tracking 
from backyard to backyard as a reader 
that he must suspend his easy manner for 
the sake of self-preservation. 
Such was the time when a snarling 
German Shepherd took a running leap, 
bent on sinking his white fangs into the 
neck of a territorial intruder. That was the 
moment Hurst quickly swung the long 
metal bar that all readers carry to lift the 
water meter traps, crashing the steel 
poker across the animal’s snout and head. 
Hey, the episode has happened to other 
readers besides Tony Hurst. 
If a reader is lucky, Jie will have time to 
use the poker as a “dog equalizer.” 
Hurst has been bitten by shepherds, 
dachshunds, and poodles in the line of 
duty. He has been nipped by chihuahuas on 
the ankle, which is a reason he wears high 
boots to work today. His hands have been 
ripped by dogs on three occasions. 
Canines are harder to detect than (Hie 
thinks. They can hide silently and attack a 
hand as it reaches over to unlatch the tall 
gate. 
Now you know how Hurst had a finger 
nail tom out. 
After years of being the object of dogs’ 
enraged and malicious attentions, he has 
become convinced that man’s best friend 
possesses an innate savage hatred for 
meter readers. A loose dog will go out of 
his way to chase a reader down an alley. 
“We’re just like cats to them,” he com­ 
mented. 
The reader will be in a backyard fondly 
petting a customer’s dog and just as he 
turns his back to read the electrical 
meter, the cur will try to chomp his 
backside. 
Hurst has been bitten by dogs who were 
guaranteed the minute before by their 
owners to be non-meter reader eaters. 
Once he was backed to a wall by such an 
animal who — in his passion to jump a 
reader — dragged a large, heavy dog 
house some 15 feet across the yard. 
“He wouldn’t bite you,” the owner kept 
assuring. 
There are 6,057 water mqters and 8,641 
electrical meters in Lompoc. The city is 
divided into 46 areas with one meter 
“book” (actually a stack of IBM cards) 
covering each area of so many meters. 
“There are sections you like to read,” 


Hurst said, “and some sections are pretty 
had.” 
Books 32, 15, 11, and 39 are considered 
bad sections, but book 37 is a section — 
around Loquat, Willow, and JFir Avenues 
— that all meter readers dread reading 
because of the great number of chained 
gates and unfriendly dogs there. 
When a reader is not contending with 
these obstacles, he may be found insuring 
customers that he has in fact read their 
meters. 
All meters in Lompoc are read once a 
month. It takes three readers 12 days to 
read them. And while it takes a new man 
at least a month to learn to read the 
various type of meters, once he has 
learned, he can read one at a glance. 
"You couldn’t have read that meter so 
fast,” an irate woman said to Hurst one 
day. 
"Well, I did, ma’am.” 
She admonished, “You shouldn’t be tak­ 
ing advantage of the poor people.” 
Hurst believes people complain that 
readers don’t really read the meters 
because they never see them in action. 
What customers forget is that water 
meters are embedded in the alley behind 
the house, so the reader does not have to 
come through the backyard. 
The electrical meter is attached to the 
back of the house, but a reader still does 
not necessarilv have to traverse 
someone’s yard. If the gate is locked or a 
mean dog patrols the grounds, the reader 
simply pulls out his Bushnell pocket scope 
and spies the meter dials from the safe 
side of the back fence. 
The seven city meter readers read on a 
rotation system. When the reading is 
finished, the rest of the month is spent 
repairing meters in the field, testing and 
repairing meters in the meter shop in the 
city corporate yard and answering 
customer complaints of 
a meter that, 
ostensibly, is overly obliging in recording 
water or electrical usage. 
“People are becoming more afraid,” 
Hurst has observed over the years. 
He recalls a time when there were 
fewer locks on gates and yapping dogs in 
backyards. Now customers seldom offer 
the fast-paced meter man a refreshing 
beverage between meters as they did in 
the past. 
Hurst understands this attitude also for 
another reason: “We represent a bill to 
them.” 
We all have our ups and downs at work, 
and so do meter readers. After a stomach 
full of barred gates, barking dogs, and 
customer complaints, he becomes meter- 
shy, so to speak. He becomes reluctant to 
open any gate. 
Hurst has had periods when he felt “it 
was getting next to impossible to read. 
More and more you rely on your scope,” 
he said. 
"This job,” he summed, “is getting 
harder instead of easier.”

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Interim Mideast pact seen 
Kissinger, Rabin to huddle 
in Bonn on peace accord 


United Press International 
The United States and Israel 
announced today that Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger will meet in Bonn 
Saturday for discussions on an 
interim peace agreement be­ 
tween Israel and Egypt. There 
was speculation a new agree­ 
ment was near. 
Israel said earlier today that 
progress had been made toward 
achieving an interim peace ac­ 
cord with Egypt based on a 
further 
Isra eli 
troop 
withdrawal in Sinai but a 
spokesman denied -a British 
Broadcasting Corp., report that 
that “full agreement” already 
had been reached. 
The identical government 
communiques said Rabin and 
Kissinger will meet “to contin­ 
ue discussions within the 
framework of the efforts to 
achieve peace in the Mideast.” 
The announcement fueled 
speculation in Israel that con­ 
clusion of a second troop dis­ 
engagement agreement was 
near. The first pact, mediated 


by Kissinger, was signed in 
January, jl974. The U N. man­ 
date guarding the Sinai cease­ 
fire line expires July 24. 
Kissinger and Rabin previ­ 
ously met in Washington in mid- 
June during Rabin’s visit to the 
United States. 
Rabin left for Bonn earlier to­ 
day for a four-day official visit, 
the first to West Germany by an 
Israeli premier. Kissinger 
leaves Washington for Europe 
Wednesday and there had been 
speculation he would see Rabin 
after talks with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko in 
Geneva. 
A government source said the 
reports of progress included “a 
concrete possibility” both sides 
would agree to setting up a 
U.S.-operated electronic early 
warning system between the 
two forces at the Gidi and Mitla 
Passes in the Sinai Desert. 
“The talks regarding an 
agreement with Egypt are still 
in a stage of questions and 
clarifications on central is­ 
sues,” the foreign ministry 
spokesman said, 


“Although certain progress 
has been achieved in these 
clarifications, by no means can 
an agreement be seen as con­ 
cluded —not theoretically and 
not practically.” 
He called the BBC report “in­ 
correct both as a whole and in 
many of its specific details.” 
As to the passes, he said, "No 
lines have been drawn to deter­ 
mine just what points of the sl­ 
opes will remain in Israeli 
hands ” 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi said today in 
Cairo, Egypt, he was surprised 
at the BBC report. 
“The Egyptian government 
did not receive —until now — 
anything new from the United 
States, which is the country 
Egypt is dealing with,” Fahmi 
told reporters. 
“It is known to all, and 
primarily Israel, that Egypt’s 
position is the same as it was at 
Aswan, when Israel, with its in­ 
transigence led to the failure of 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s mission.” 


Indian police go easy 
on anti-U.S. protestors 


A further indication of 
progress came from Israeli 
Ambassador Simcha Dinitz fol­ 
lowing a two-hour conference in 
Washington Monday night with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
Dinitz, talking to reporters, 
indicated he may have achieved 
“some progress” in securing 
clarifications of the formula 
Kissinger has been able to get 
Egypt to propose. 
The main topic of their talks 
was the political price Israel 
should pay to get both a pledge 
from Egypt against further 
warfare and a U.S. pledge of 
new arms aid. Israel insists on 
U.S. guarantees of its security 
if it makes further concessions 
to Egypt. 
There was no indication the 
difference was narrowed be­ 
tween what Kissinger believes 
Israel ought to offer Egypt and 
what the Israeli government 
thinks ought to be offered as 
concessions in the search for a 
secure peace. 
Coalmen 
listen to 
Wilson 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - About 150 
persons staged an anti-American protest outside 
a U.S. building today in violation of India’s state 
of emergency decree. U.S. officials said the 
group was linked to Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s political party and police made no 
move to stop them. 
“We were told by our security people that 
some were identified in one way or another with 
(Mrs. Gandhi’s) Congress party,” a spokesman 
for the U.S. Information Service said after the 
two-hour demonstration outside the service’s 
building. “We will be making a protest.” 
The protest came shortly after trucks and 
jeeps filled with uniformed officers pulled into 
the campus of Jawaharlal Nehru University 
before dawn, lined up 50 male post-graduate stu­ 
dents and took about 15 of them off for question­ 
ing, students reported. 
There is a known radical element at the un­ 
iversity and students said most of those police 
took away had Marxist affiliations. Said one stu­ 
dent, “They got the right ones.” 
Mrs. Gandhi’s June 26 emergency decree 
specifically forbids the public gathering of five 
or more persons at one time. It also bans 
shouting of slogans, but the USIS spokesman 
said the protesters yelled anti-CIA epithets 
The demonstrators, who carried placards 
reading “CIA— agent enemies of the country” 
and “Down with the CIA,” caused some 
property damage, the U.S. spokesman said, and 
jostled about three USIS employes and visitors, 
stopping them from entering the building. 
The spokesman said no arrests were made and 
the 50 or so police on duty made no attempt to 


stop the demonstration. 
He said the demonstrators caused no injuries 
but knocked over a light pole, ripped noparking 
signs from their supports and smashed and 
kicked over lower pots inside the fence ringing 
the USIS compound. 
When Mrs. Gandhi announced the emergency, 
she said there was a “widespread conspiracy” 
among her political opposition to disrupt the 
countrys internal security. 
Since then, opposition sources say at least 
6,000 opposition leaders and workers have been 
jailed across the country and hundreds more 
have been arrested under a five-day-old ban on 
left and right splinter groups 
The government has reported arresting some 
900 opposition leaders. Many of them had called 
for Mrs. Gandhi’s resignation after her convic­ 
tion last month of election law violations in the 
1971 parliamentary campaign. 
Some of the protesters reportedly claimed the 
USIS building housed numerous CIA agents, but 
the spokesman called the charge “absolutely un­ 
true.” 
Questioned about the demonstrators, the 
spokesman said “sortie were identified as 
members of the Congress party, some belonged 
to the Nehru Brigade of the All-India Youth 
Congress and others were members of the 
Pradesh Congress Committtee” —all allied with 
Mrs. Gandhi. 
Travelers from India’s southernmost state, 
Tamil Nadu, reported Monday that officials of 
the Congress party urged Mrs. Gandhi to force 
state leaders to abide by the emergency decree. 
The party officials said the state rulers were ig­ 
noring the declaration. 
Revival of Depression era 
job agencies recommended 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., suggest­ 
ed today the revival of two 
Depression era agencies so that 
half a generation of young peo­ 
ple will not reach their mid20s 
without ever holding a 
meaningful job. 
“The Depression programs 
that created jobs -the Civilian 
Conservation Corps and the 
Works Progress Administration 
—have been derided for some 
time, but with persisting un­ 
employment they are begin­ 
ning to look like a useful ap­ 
proach to putting people back to 
work,” Bentsen said. 
President Ford, in a speech to 
a R epublican group in 
Cleveland last week, said the 
one thing the country does not 
need is a return to the leaf- 
raking schemes of the 1930s. 
But Bentsen said the CCC put 
millions of young men in job 
camps, where they learned job 
skills while building national 
parks. “WPA built hospitals, 
public swimming pools, munici­ 
pal buildings ahd parks that we 


are still using,” he said. 
He made his comment at a 
hearing by the Congressional 
Joint Economic subcommittee 
on full employment where 
witnesses said up to 60 per cent 
of black teen-agers may reach 
their mid-20s without ever hav­ 
ing held a productive job. 
Stanley H. Ruttenberg, 
assistant secretary of labor for 
manpower in the Johnson ad­ 
ministration, testified that un­ 
less the government spends 
more to create jobs “the much 
heralded ‘bottoming out’ of the 
recession due this coming fall 
will be a false bottom.” 
Ruttenberg called for a big 
public works program, arguing 
every $1 billion spent on con­ 
struction directly or indirectly 
creates 50,000 jobs. 
On Monday, William Lucy, 
president of the coalition of 
black trade unionists, told the 
panel that Ford’s plans for 
economic recovery are “funda­ 
mentally racist” because they 
accept exclusion of blacks from 
the work force. 


Lucy is president of the Coali­ 
tion of Black Trade Unionists, 
which represents three million 
black members of 45 unions. 


Lucy cited the administra­ 
tion’s projections of only a slow 
drop in the unemployment rate. 
Under the latest revision of 
those projections, national un­ 
employment would not fall 
below 5 per cent until sometime 
in the 1980s 


“If the nation accepts the 
President’s plan for a depres­ 
sion decade, half a generation 
of black youth will reach their 
mid-20s without ever having a 
secure and productive job,” 
Lucy said. 


Ronald Brown, director of the 
Washington bureau of the 
National Urban League, said a 
“hidden unemployment index” 
—designed to count workers too 
discouraged even to look for 
work and thus excluded from 
unemployment figures —shows 
unemployment among blacks 
has reached 25.8 per cent. 


Indians shot down FBI chopper 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) - A helicopter used by 
FBI agents searching the Pine Ridge Indian 
Reservation for the killers of two federal agents 
was shot down, according to federal sources. 
Four men were aboard the helicopter, which 
crash-landed Friday on a hillside five miles 
north of the main reservation. No one was in­ 
jured. 
Sources said Monday the craft, one of three 
being used in the FBI’s search of the 3,000- 
square-mile reservation, was hit by three bul­ 
lets. 
The FBI has refused to confirm or deny 
reports the pilot radioed he had drawn ground 
fire immediately before the helicopter went 
down. 
# 
Asked if he would deny the helicopter had been 
hit by ground fire, FBI spokesman Clay Brady of 
Minneapolis said, “Of course I can’t deny it.” 
The National Transportation Safety Board is 
investigating the incident. A spokesman in 
Kansas City, Mo., told UPI a report would not be 
ready for at least two months. 


Sources also said the agents killed June 26 
were drawn into an ambush by an anonymous 
telephone call saying one of the four men wanted 
on charges of kidnaping was at a reservation 
house known as Jumping Bull Hall. 
The FBI has denied the slain sfgents, Jack 
Coler and Ronald Williams, both 28, knew 
persons in the group of four houses were heavily 
armed. 
Spokesmen have said the FBI agents would not 
have approached the small, concrete-sided 
houses if they had known of the danger. 
The estimated 16 persons in the houses and 
bunkers in the area were able to slip unnoticed 
past FBI and Bureau of Indian Affairs agents 
trying to encircle the area. They left behind one 
dead, identified as Joseph B. Stuntz, a 24-year- 
old Lapwai Indian from Idaho. 
Coler and Williams had been sent to the reser­ 
vation and the Rapid City area as part of a 
Justice Department effort to clear up more than 
200 unresolved cases of violence on the reserva­ 
tion. 


LONDON (UPI) - Delegates 
representing Britain’s 220,000 
coal miners voted unanimously 
at their annual union conven­ 
tion today to seek a $230 weekly 
wage for top mine workers. 
But they dropped what would 
have amounted to a 98 per cent 
wage hike as an immediate de­ 
mand which Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson had warned 
could destroy both his Labor 
government and democracy in 
Britain. 
After hours of behind the 
scenes haggling, left wingers 
headed by Communist Arthur 
Scargill, leader of 120,000 
workers in the oig Yorkshire 
coal field, bowed to urgent 
government appeals and aban­ 
doned calls for a $230 minimum 
for coal face workers at once. 
That would have represented 
a 98 per cent pay hike at a time 
when the government was seek­ 
ing to impose a 10 per cent ceil­ 
ing on all wages, salaries and 
dividends in the next 12 months 
in a bid to save the inflation bat­ 
tered pound. 
Instead, the left wingers ac­ 
cepted a compromise formula 
under which they would merely 
“seek” instead of “demand” 
the 100 pounds sterling 
minimum and would set no 
time limit for winning it. 
News of their decision acted 
as an immediate shot in the 
arm for the ailing pound. Within 
minutes it bounced up from 
$2.1825— near its all-time low— 
-to $2.20 . 
The eleventh hour backdown 
by left wingers followed a 
renewed appeal for moderation 
by Mineworkers’ union presi­ 
dent Joe Gormley. 
“A lot of work is going on 
behind the scenes to reach a 
sensible solution,” he told the 
convention 
Sir Derek Ezra, chairman of 
the state-run National Coal 
Board, told the mineworkers’ 
leaders they risk pricing their 
followers out of jobs by press­ 
ing excessive pay demands. 
“Further major price in­ 
creases,” he said, “would 
rapidly lose us markets, jeop­ 
ardize our investment plans and 
reduce our em ploym ent 
prospects.” 
The mineworkers’ decision 
was welcome news to the 
Wilson government. It was hav­ 
ing serious trouble selling its 
anti-inflation 10 per cent pay 
ceiling to labor unions and 
employers.

Mon­ 
day, then Mrs. Frye walked into 
the bedroom and spotted a face 
at the window. 
The report said Mrs. Frye 
told her husband and the two of 
them sat in the living room for 
30 minutes, watching the man 
watching them. 
Frye finally went to his 
mother’s nearby apartment and 
called police.

Labor bucks Mrs. Peron 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - 
P resident Maria E stela 
(Isabel) Peron has bowed to the 
demands of millions of striking 
Argentine workers and offered 
to dismiss key cabinet mem­ 
bers and roll back her wage 
freeze, labor sources said to- 
day. 
There was no official confir­ 
mation of the offer but leaders 
of the General Confederation of 
Labor which represents virtual­ 
ly every union in the nation, cal­ 
led a meeting today to consider 
the proposal. 
An official CGT communique 
said only the government 
proposal was in line with CGT 
demands. Labor sources said it 
was likely labor chiefs would 
approve the offer, ending a 
paralyzing nationwide strike. 
According to the news agency 
Noticyas Argentinas, Mrs. 
Peron was considering the 
ouster of Economy Minister 
Celestino Rodrigo, Labor 
Minister Cecilio Conditti and 
Welfare Minister Jose Lopez 
Rega. 
Government sources indicat­ 
ed Lopez Rega would retain his 
post as the influential private 
secretary to Mrs. Peron. 
The entire eightmember 
cabinet of Mrs. Peron offered 
their resignations en mass Sun­ 
day night, but the president has 
thus far accepted none of them. 
The CGT, the overall union 
group in Argentina, said Mrs. 
Peron has promised to submit 
“a firm response along the 
lines” of the demands of the 
striking workers. 
The 2.5 million-member union 
group said the labor minister 


relayed Mrs. Peron’s offer ear­ 
ly this morning at the end of 
night-long talks. 
The confederation, the AFL- 
CIO of Argentina, launched a 
two-day nationwide general 
strike Monday to challenge 
Mrs. P eron’s reduction of 
negotiated wage increases. 
Argentine workers had won 
salary hikes of up to 130 per 
cent this year to compensate 
for a soaring inflation rate of 
about 100 per cent annually. 
But Mrs. Peron issued a 
tough wage decree on June 28. 
reducing the 1975 salary in­ 
creases to a flat 50 per cent for 
all industries. 
The wage restrictions, part of 
a crash austerity program to 
rescue Argentina’s floundering 
economy, touched off a wave of 
worker unrest across the 
country. 
Dozens of wildcat walkouts, 
rallies and marches forced the 
confederation leaders, Mrs. 
Peron’s principal supporters, to 
order the 48-hour general 
strike. 
The confederation said early

Public educational work will consist of 
civic, organizational activities, public 
and school tours, correspondence and 
publicity. One purpose is to make the 
museum a true university of knowledge. 
It will promote museum sciences, assist 
in the American Revolution Bicenten­ 
nial, foster research, sciences, arts and 
tourism. 
The Museum Associates who operate 
the museum hold open monthly 
meetings, and annual elections of of­ 
ficers, directors, trustees and members. 
Anyone who can qualify may be elected 
to the museum organization. Associates 
cooperate with the Lompoc Valley 
Historical Society, City of Lompoc and 
other patrons. 
All of the income for the museum 
comes from free-will contributions and 
dues, as it is a tax-extempt, non-profit in­ 
stitution. The museum accepts donations 
of time, labor and materials, ad­ 
ministers trust funds and grants. It seeks 
bequests and donations from patrons, ad­ 
ministers contracts and conducts 
membership drives. 
Expenses are paid out of existing 
funds. They pay the part-time salary of 
the director, part-time paid workers, 
cleaning fees, telephone, insurance, 
stationery, postal and office charges. 
Property consists of the building, 
rented for $1 per year; furniture, equip­ 
ment, showcases and the museum’s in­ 
valuable specimens. An acquisition com­ 
mittee is empowered to seek, receive 
and accept new exhibits and property. It 
also protects the museum’s valuable as­ 
sets. 
The Lompoc Museum staff prepares 
an annual budget and operates within it. 
Its board of directors and executive com­ 
mittee keep the City of Lompoc and 
other sponsors informed on budget and 
operating progress.

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'Bread' is money; 'hip,' not 'heep' 
Refugees learn U.S. English 
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CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. 
(U PI) — "Does everybody 
remember what ‘bread’ 
means?" shouted Kelly De Sare 
into the microphone. 
"Money," roared back nearly 
500 refugees. 
“Right," she said. "What 
does c’mere mean?" 
"Come here," answered the 
crowd that ranged in age from 
elementary school children to 
grandparents. 
It’s all part of an unorthodox 
but popular two-hour course 
Mrs. De Sare teaches six days a 
week at this relocation center 
in an effort to orient Viet­ 
namese refugees to life in the 
United States. 
Mrs. De Sare, wife of a 
Marine Corps gunnery ser­ 


geant, teases, kids and jokes 
with the refugees about their 
English, pronunciation and mis­ 
takes. The refugees, who call 
her Mrs. Kelly, love it. 
Starting as a volunteer with a 
class of 20 under a shade tree, 
her class has swelled to nearly 
500 nightly. She was just named 
coordinator of night school clas­ 
ses for refugees under a 
program run by the San Diego 
County Department of Educa­ 
tion. 
"All right," she said. "Let’s 
talk about supermarkets. What 
kinds of food do you want to 
eat?" 
As the class members call out 
names of food, Mrs. De Sare 
writes them on a blackboard. 
Rice, corn, eggs, lamb, 


oranges. The list is translated 
and explained to the refugees 
by Tang Vinh Tai, a former U S. 
embassy employe in Saigon 
After running through a quick 
lesson on what to do in an 
emergency (dial the operator), 
she starts a review of English 
words for various parts of the 
body 
She points and the class in­ 
tones; "head, forehead, eyes, 
cheek, nose, chin." 
Then she points to her throat 
and the class responds with 
"toat." 
"Toat?" she exclaims. "Oh, I 
get it We re all playing a joke 
Today we w ill be stupid. 
Right?" 
"No,” the class shouts back 
gleefully. 


"Today," she says, "we will 
be - ’’ 
"Smart!" the class yells 
"Today, we will be - ’’ 
"Intelligent,” the refugees 
sing out. 
The lesson goes on 
"No not 'heep, it’s hip.” The 
class works on hip. 
She also spends time telling 
the class about one thing many 
refugees worry about most; 
finding a job. 
The refugees ask about Social 
Security cards and immigration 
cards, and one wonders "is it 
true the length of your hair will 
determine if you get a job’’” 
Pondering that for a moment, 
Mrs. De Sare replies; "I think 
if you tell them you are a 
refugee, it will not matter.”

Portland skid row fire claims eight 


PORTLAND, Ore (U PI) - 
Eight men were killed and 26 
persons injured, eight of them 
critically, when an arson 
caused fire swept through the 
Pomona Hotel on skid row late 
Monday night. 
John A. Newvine, 62, who 
lives 17 blocks from the 
Pomona, was charged early to­ 
day with arson and homicide, 
Portland Police Bureau Capt. 
Richard Walker said. Newvine 
gave no reason for setting the 
fire, Walker said. 
"When we got there people 
were hanging by their finger­ 
tips from a third floor ledge,” 
Portland Fire Bureau assistant 
Chief Wayne Lambeth said. 
"You’d see one face at a win- 


dow and rescue him and 
another one would be right 
behind him. 
"We had people laying all 
over the sidewalk —some dead, 
some alive." 


Bob Harris, 43, who called in 
the first alarm at about 11 p.m. 
when he saw smoke pouring out 
of a second story window, said 
"one man was just hanging 
from a second floor window by 
the crook of his arm. The fire 
department had arrived by that 
time and they got him down on 
a ladder. 
"I saw three, four, five peo­ 


ple hanging out of windows on 
the second floor and I kept yell­ 
ing to them, don’t jump. The 
fire department is on the 
way.” ’ 
Harris said he pulled three 
people from the burning struc­ 
ture, including one man who 
tried to escape through the 
front door but collapsed in a 
flaming stairwell. 


"He was still alive when we 
pulled him out, but he died later 
at the hospital," Harris said A 
hospital spokesman identified 
the man as Virgil Howard, age 
and address unknown. 


Lambeth said a thorough 
search of the building was 
made. 
"We don’t believe there are 
any more people in there,” he 
said 
Three fire fighters were in­ 
jured while fighting the blaze. 


Lt. Adrian Byerly was “ badly 
cut in the face by glass, ’ 
Lambeth said, and fire fighter 
Dean Johnston fell down a fire 
escape while trying to rescue a 
struggling tenant. Bill Inglesby 
was treated for hand and back 
burns and released from a local 
hospital

Heavy rains soaked portions 
of Alabama Monday, forcing 
some evacuations and knocking 
out power to some areas. 
Anniston, Ala., in the eastern 
portion of the state, got six in­ 
ches of rain Sunday night and 
early Monday. S e v e r a l 
householders in the area were 
flooded out of their homes. 
A line of electrical storms 
knocked out power to about 
20,000 homes in Birmingham, 
Ala.

in local lakes

Local lakes provided pretty fair result! for fishermen trying 
their luck over the Fourth of July. 
Cachuma reported good fishing all-around. A lot of nice trout 
were taken in deep water, by trolling and using cheese. Large trout 
came in at about 5Vfc pounds 
Bass fishing has been good in the morning hours with surface 
lures getting results. After about 9 a.m. the bass can be found in 15 
feet of water, with plastic worms and live night crawlers drawing 
the action. 
Bluegill are being taken all over the lake and can be caught from 
shore with meal worms Some catfish have been picked up in the 
extreme east end of the lake with cut mackerel the best bait. 


Lopez Lake has been pretty good, 
although it did slow down some due 
to the hot weather and the influx of 
the crowds. Trout are being taken 
deep by trolling. Bass have been 
good and crappie and bluegill show­ 
ing up also. 
Santa M argarita Lake e x ­ 
perienced some good bass fishing 
over the weekend The largest went 
to 5?« pounds. Bluegill, crappie and 
catfish are also hitting. 


The wind is still playing havoc with salmon fishing. The fish are 
there but Mom Nature is doing her best to keep them that way. 
Bottom fishermen who get out early are doing well Those who 
have their own boats, or are renting craft, can catch fish before the 
wind picks up. Port San Luis Sportfishing has been taking a toll of 
the big ling cod and cabezone in Point Sal area. 
Halibut are reportedly being taken off the Oceano Beach area. 
This offers small boat owners an opportunity to try for the “flat­ 
ties,” one of the best eating fish there is. Beware of the whitecaps 
though, they can spell trouble. 
Live bait is probably the best bet for halibut. We have always had 
good luck in the El Capitan area with a heavy lure known as the 
Dodger. Retrieved across a sandy bottom, this is a good way to at­ 
tract the fish when live bait is not available. 


A Los Angeles lady landed a 454-pound halibut from a Redondo 
Beach pier last week. It is the largest halibut ever taken from a 
pier. 
Pier fishing isn’t normally the most productive method of taking 
dinner home. The general rule is few fish, although an occasional 
big fish like the halibut, or even salmon, gets taken. 


You used to be able to keep all the red snappers you caught, until 
the DFG determined a large percentage of the catches was ending 
up in dockside wastebaskets. The DFG clamped down on this 
waste and announced independent of size there was a limit on bot­ 
tom fish and it would be enforced. 


The albacore are still about 80 miles out from Avila. With fast 
and increasing action in southern waters, the longfins may turn 
closer to shore at any time. 


Paragraph 27.60, DFG regulations, states: 20 fish in combination 
of all species with not more than 10 of any one species, except as 
otherwise provided, may be taken. Within the overall bag limit of 
20 fish, the following species may be taken in these amounts: Rock 
cod, 15 fish and California halibut, five. 


The DFG is recommending resident upland game bird hunting 
regulations for 1975-76 virtually unchanged from previous years. 
The recommendations went before the State Fish and Game Com­ 
mission June 27.

These regulations, which until last year were always adopted in 
May will be acted upon Aug. 15 in San Francisco. The date change 
was mandated by the Legislature in order for the commissioners 
to accurately assess pertinent factors, such as population status, 
reproduction and bag limits. 
According to DFG, the habitat and weather conditions portend a 
good year for game birds. ^

Study in order 


People voted for Proposition 
20 in 1972 that created a 
California Coastal Zone Com­ 
mission and six regional com­ 
missions and they evidently 
knew what they wanted. They 
wanted access to beaches, 
preservation of natural beauty 
and controls on greedy 
developers who would spoil 
and clutter the coastal land­ 
scape. 
It is the job of the Coastal 
Commission to develop a plan 
to meet these objectives. 
The recently organized 
California Council for En­ 
vironmental and Economic 
Balance, headed by former 
Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
charges that the regional com­ 
m ission in developing a 
statewide plan have failed to 
recognize the impact of their 
planning on the s ta te ’s 
economy. 
They may have a point. 
If so, it is a serious short­ 
coming, because 13 million 
people live in the 15 coastal 
counties, which comprise 20 
per cent of the state’s area,

but accounts for two-thirds of 
the state’s total economic 
wealth. Four and a half mil­ 
lion people live in the planning 
zone directly affected by Com­ 
mission proposals. This ap­ 
proximately five miles wide 
strip along the coast contains 
three per cent of the state’s 
area, but accounts for 22 per 
cent of the state’s economy. 
The newly formed group 
asks: can we stop all construc­ 
tion at the expense of higher 
unem ploym ent along the 
coast? Or should construction 
proceed in an orderly well- 
planned manner? How much 
will it cost taxpayers to imple­ 
ment a coastal plan? 
These are all important 
questions dealing with jobs, 
property values, industry and 
other economic factors. 
The State Legislature has 
heen asked to launch a full 
study of the socio-economic 
impact of the Coastal Com­ 
mission’s plan. Such a study, 
still taking in mind what the 
voters wanted with Proposi­ 
tion 20, seems to be in order.

Plastic ice cubes are endowed with 
more talent than Michele, she knew. 
One day, when she was back slinging 
donuts, a star-spangled parade swept by. 
Hundreds of spectators were on hand she 
observed, so that was how she got the 
idea to be a professional parade unit, 
marching before people from San Diego 
to San Francisco.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Geneva only chance 


CAIRO — Egypt is prepared to accept 
Am erican guarantees for Israeli 
security, provided there are similar 
guarantees for his own country, Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat told this reporter in an 
interview at his country retreat near 
Alexandria. 
Sadat sees a Geneva 
conference of all the 
powers in the area as 
the only alternative 
for making peace and 
this must come in the 
near future a fter 
thorough preparation 
by all sides 
In the meantime, he 
is w aiting for the 
public announcement 
of 
President Ford’s conclusions out of the 
reassessment of American policy in the 
Middle East. Sadat and his foreign 
minister. Ismail Fahmy, are considering 
the proposal made by Israel and tran­ 
smitted by way of Washington with the 
virtual certainty that it will be rejected 
since, in Sadat’s view, the territorial 
concessions fall short of even a start at 
further disengagement. 
Details of the plan were leaked in 
Jerusalem and printed in The New York 
Times, further jeopardizing any chance 
of success for the quiet diplomacy sup­ 
posed to prevail in the interval since the 
breakdown of Secretary Kissinger's 
shuttle diplomacy. 
But beyond the diplomatic to-ing and 
fro-ing and the statements of stem 
resolve issued on both sides is the 
precarious position of Sadat. He con­ 
fronts an economic crunch that must be 
met with outside help. 
“I have asked President Ford for 
help.” he said. “During the seven years 
of the war of attrition our infrastructure 
was badly damaged But we have an im­ 
mediate problem of short-term loans, on 
some of which we are paying 20 per cent 
interest.” 


With the banks that hold these loans 
becoming restive, a plan is being put 
together to convert them to long-term 
loans While under American direction 
this is short of a formal consortium, it 
will mean low interest rates and a sub­ 
stantial saving in scarce hard currency. 
Sadat's popularity is high with the 
belief that there was a “victory” in the 
October 1973 war when Egyptian troops 
carried out a brilliant crossing of the 
Suez Canal. It is still a rallying point for 
Egyptian morale. 
Thanks to massive help from oil-rich 
Arab neighbors. 
Egyptian military 
strength is nearly back to the point at 
which Sadat initiated the war that began 
nearly two years ago. 
The build-up owes little to the Soviet 
Union, since all the evidence indicates 
the Russians would like to bring Sadat 
down He is, in turn, taking unannounced 
steps to curtail what remains of their 
presence since 1972, when he ordered wit 
the 20,000 Russian technicians and 
soldiers. 


The Soviets are doing their best to en­ 
courage the hostility of certain of 
Egypt’s neighbors, notably Libya. The 
terms greatly exaggerated in the press, 
Moscow has concluded a deal with 
Libya's wildly inflammatory dictator 
Muammar Qadaffi. This calls for 
military help of $1 billion not $12 billion 
as reported over a period of years. The 
Libyan radio spews out hate broadcast 
against Sadat. 
They Syrian high command has just 
been here to confer on a joint operation, 
but unity in this part of the world is 
fragile. Complex modern weaponry has 
been pouring into Syria at an un­ 
precedented rate from the Russians who 
have also been excessively generous 
with Iraq. 


“Israel is responsible for the failure of 
step-by-step diplomacy. In seven years 
they have not learned that war is no solu­ 
tion. They are not yet convinced that 


peace is the only way to resolve the 
problem of the Middle East. Their 
government is weak and divided.” 
On the issue of an Egyptian declara­ 
tion of nonbelligerency, Sadat said Israel 
had tricked Secretary Kissinger into 
believing that a secret agreement had 
been reached on a formula calling for 
nonrecourse to the use of force then, ac­ 
cording to Sadat, the Israelis insisted on 
a statement of nonbelligerency to which 
Egypt could never agree. 
As in Israel, a large part of the gross 
national product here goes into the 
military. The estimate, and EgypUan 
figures are notoriously inaccurate if not 
imaginative, is 35 to 40 per cent. And 
Egypt's GNP, $9 billion to $10 billion, is 
far less than that of Israel. 
Egypt's population is put at 38 million 
with an annual increase of a million a 
year Imports are sharply on the in­ 
crease with 40 per cent food. Domestic 
production of food is falling as more of 
scarce arable land is used for highways, 
airports and housing. 
Help from Arab neighbors, Iran, the 
United States and western Europe con­ 
tinues at a high rate. From October, 
1973, to January, 1975, the total for pro­ 
ject assistance was $3.210 billion, for 
balance of payments help $1.230 billion. 
But project help consists in large part of 
commitments with lengthy intervals 
before these are translated into actual 
work. 
If no country in the third world is the 
revolution of rising expectations so in­ 
tense. Sadat has given his people a sense 
of freedom after the oppressive regime 
of Gamal Abdul Nasser. But they expect 
him to deliver on both the political side, 
in a settlement with Israel, and on the 
economy. 


One thing this reporter has concluded 
after five weeks in the Middle East. If 
Sadat is forced out he will be replaced by 
someone less likely to seek a reasonable 
peace.

Controller's patronage 


The cacophony being created by state 
inheritance tax appraisers, who are los­ 
ing their plush appointive posts because 
they climbed into the wrong political 
bed, should not be taken too seriously. 
The ones who are screaming got their ap­ 
pointments, playing the same game, at 
the expense of and over the castoff 
political carcasses of those who held the 
jobs before them. 
And while it is hilarious to the 
sophisticated observers the uproar 
caused by the losers deserves an ex­ 
planation to the public of how matters 
stand. 
The appraisers are appointees of the 
State Controller. Although they are state 
agents they receive no salary from the 
state. Instead they maintain their own 
offices and staff and pay all expenses. 
Their costs and earnings are derived 
from fees collected from the estates 
which they appraise. These fees are set 
by law. 
The number of appraisers which may 
be appointed is limited only by the 
economics of the situation. If too many 
are appointed in any county the post 
becomes economically unfeasible. The 
amount which can be earned is governed 
by the annual death rate in each county 
and the wealth left by the decedents. Ex­ 
perience has enabled the Controllers to 
project fairly accurately these figures 
and they have been careful not to over 
appoint the numbers of appraisers. 
The result makes the appointment 
highly attractive and therefore com­ 
petitive. And it puts the Controller in the 
position of having more worthwhile 
patronage than the Governor. 
Criticism of the system usually 
emerges when a new candidate seeks the 
office and has nothing better to talk 
about. Also, as now, after the election 
when a new Controller uses the system 
to his own advantage and incurs the 
wrath of the dispossessed. 
There have been proposals to 
eliminate the “spoils system” aspects of 
the posts by making them civil service 
and thus removed from the fortunes of 
the ballot. Such schemes have been 
quickly rejected by the Legislature 
when, after adding the costs of salaries, 
clerical staff, office space and equip­ 


ment and travel expenses, the price tag 
isn’t all that appetizing. Nor does such a 
change seem to offer any benefit since 
the appraisers' work is scrutinized by 
the estate attorneys, and reviewed by 
state tax officials and the courts. 
To appease critics of the undisguised 
patronage the Legislature adopted a plan 
whereby appraisers qualify by examina­ 
tion. After that the Controller may ap­ 
point whomever from the list of those 
who pass. Once appointed they may not 
thereafter 
contribute or work in his 
campaign. 
Cory, having won the election to the of­ 
fice to succeed Houston I. Flournoy, is 
now in the process of reviewing the posts 
which, because of the limited numbers, 
are generally rewarding with the gross 
earnings of the appraisers ranging from 
$50,000 to $90,000 last year. He is replac­ 
ing about 40 and adding some new spots 
to the present total of about 160. This will 
reduce the earnings for some. 


Some have complained about the short 
notice given them and others about the 
tone of the letter advising of their 
replacement. Cory says the letter is 
precisely the one used by his predeces­ 
sor, Flournoy. As for the short notice, he 
said he waited six months to act and sug- 
? 
;ests that any one who had leased offices 
or the post beyond January 1 lacked 
good judgment. 
He stands in a strong position. For 
Cory, as a legislator, authored a bill to 
eliminate the appraiser system and 
adopt the self appraisal method used by 
the government. As in income tax 
returns, each would file their own ap­ 
praisals, subject to penalties for 
falsification. 
“Since the Legislature didn’t agree I 
have the duty to appoint the appraisers. I 
also have the privilege of deciding who to 
appoint. I am doing nothing different 
from what the previous Controllers have 
done.”

Environmental 
camp 


The foreward to the proposal on an en­ 
vironmental day camp that will be dis­ 
cussed by the trustees of Lompoc Unified 
S ch ool 
D is tr ic t 
tonight, makes it clear 
that something should 
be done 
now to 
educate youngsters on 
our relationship to the 
great outdoors. 


First of all, district 
science coordinator, 
Ray Oakes and his fel­ 
low committee members say the camp 
can be run for about $35,646 for the year. 
A breakdown of that figure shows $¿4,485 
for the salaries of personnel: a camp 
teacher or supervisor; 
camping 
specialists and a nurse; about $6,400 for 
equipment; $2,425 for transportation; 
$1,000 for construction; and some lesser 
amounts. Classes would attend the camp 
on a rotating basis. 


The proposed site is on the Vandenberg 
Air Force Base picnic area, about lVfc 
miles from San Antonio Creek. 


In the foreword, Oakes and the com­ 
mittee note at the outset: “Until recent­ 
ly, education has alm ost totally 
neglected to help children understand, 
appreciate and assume their respon­ 
sibilities for the natural man-made en­ 
vironment into which they will appear as 
adults. Perhaps, for this reason, schools 
must share in the blame for our present 
environmental 
crisis. 
Conservation 
education for the most part has been 
treated as an incidental tag-on item in 
the curriculum.” 


With that under our belt, it is in­ 
teresting to note the list of possible fund 
sources that can be applied to finance the 
camp. Specific sums are not noted for 
the individual sources, but some funds 
are available from the state, and others 
from the federal government. 


It is fascinating to contemplate the 
educational possibilities of such a 
program. You only have to listen to 
Oakes for a few minutes to realize such a 
camp has almost limitless possibilities 
in terms of teaching human relationships 
to the environment. 


For example note these suggested sub­ 
jects picked at random from Oakes 
report: Specific Camp Week Study — 
Develop and maintain a nature trail. 
Develop plant and insect collections. 
Make plaster casts of animal tracks. 
Develop a museum. Map bird move­ 
ments. Do chemical analysis of soil and 
water. 


The only convenient alternative to the 
camp would be the county’s program 
near Cachuma Lake, but Oakes’ commit­ 
tee found the cost of full participation 
greater than the total sum of the 
Vandenberg project. Readers may recall 
that some teachers and parents at La 
Canada School raised money a few years 
ago for their students’ participation in 
the county program, but had to forego it 
because of an administration veto. There 
was some unhappiness over that. 


The following story was overheard in 
Lompoc’s planning department by Jake, 
our usually reliable source. It may or 
may not be typical of what happens 
there. 


Community Development Department 
chief, A1 Autry was assisting a young 
man with the design of an improvement 
he wanted to tack on the front of his 
house. The young homebuilder showed a 
rough sketch indicating the broad out­ 
lines of the improvement. Autry told the 
man that he’d have to make some 
modification if he wanted to be entirely 
within regulations. The young man kept 
insisting that he wanted his construction 
in the way shown on the sketch and 
Autry, just as insistently kept telling him 
that it had to be otherwise. Finally the 
young man smiled one of those sheepish 
smiles and confessed: “Well, you see.
